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1. The final exodus of approximately 30,000 Jewssin Yugoslavia from Fiume 
for Haifa on the SS RADNIK and PARTIZANKA, will be complete by the end of 
July 19h9. 


2. Passages on the vessels will be paid to the Yugoslav Government by the 
Joint Distribution Committee in doilar credits in the United States and 
through a dummy corporation “American Lioyd! in Paris. Thus far, the 
Yugoslav Government has received $200,000 in the United States for 
passengers shipped to Israel. 


3. The Hungarian Government has once again renewed its resistance to the 
emigration of Hungarian Jews to Israel. Consequently, “clandestine 
methods" are now being used to remove Hungarian Jews from Hungary.
